In 1897 Smock was a druggist.

torious he had married Dolly Swift, a beau- 
tifuwl daughter of Mr. and Mrs. D. B. Swift 
and an acknowledged belle of the city. 
was prosperous, well-known among mem- 
bers of secret societies and respected in 
church circles. His wife loved. company 
and wus among the foremost in entertain- 
ing society. Though public opinion was de- 
cidedly divided regarding the killing of Mr. 
Cheuvront it was evident to all that Smock 
idolized his wite and would accept any 
statement which she might make. 


Killing Follows 
an Ice Cream Social. 

Mrs. Smock, though a woman of intelli- 
gence and highly educated, was impulsive 
and remarkably nervous. The killing of 
Cheuvront followed an ice cream social 


given by the ladies of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, of which- both the Smock and 
Chouvront families were members. The 
social was held in a little plot of ground 
between the matin street and. railroad 
tracks which the citizens had dignified by 
the title of City Park. Smock took his 
wife and a young friend, Miss Nellie Hop- 
per, to the park, but left them and re- 
turned to his drug store. 

Mr. und Mrs. Chreuvont were also among 

the soclety’s guests, and it unfortunately 
happened that the gentleman’s position was 
near Mrs. Smock. She fancied that Mrs.

before the end of March that no more for- 
tunate investment in gold mines was ever 
made.

THE RUSSIAN SUGAR DUTY. 


Secretary Gage Is Upheld by the Spe- 
| cial Board of Appraisers. 


| WASHINGTON, April 20.~—The decision of 
| the special board of appraisers at New York 
_City in the case involving the countervail- 
‘ing duty on Russian sugar gives much sat- 
\isfaction at the treasury department. 

| The fact that a dissenting Opinion was 
filed by one of three members of the board 
who rendered the decision is not taken as 
a refiection in any way upon the judgment 
of the secretary in levying the countervail- 
ing duty. At the time when the duty was

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FRANCO-BUSSIAN MIX-UP 
Mass Meetings Held All Over France 
' to Denounce Russia’s Repression 


of Freedom Seekers. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1901.) 

PARIS, April 20.—A protest against the 
ganguinary repression of the socialistic unl- 
versity students and workingmen in Russia 
who demand freedom and signed by 300 
Russian professors, artists, authors and 
physicians representing the best thought in 
the Czar’s realm, was recently sent to the 
European press “in the hope that the civil- 
iged world’s indignation would avenge the 
hideous war against progress.” 

Thts appeal has stirred France greatly. 
In every city and town meetings are being 
held to denounce ‘‘Russia’s barbarous 
despotism.”’ In Paris these meetings occur 
daily, often gathering mvure than ten thou- 
sand persons. 

Today an open letter, signed by French 
hames universally famous, was publishea 
in the papers, warning the Czar that the 
socialistic development was resistless be- 
Cause it was reasonable; that it couldn't be 
stopped by the murder of a few hundred 
generous souls who were merely demé#nding 
their rights; that unless the officials guilty 
of the recent outrages were severely pun- 
ished the Czar himself must be denounced 
as a cowardly, though crowned, assassin. 

Manifestations of that sort have gained 
such importance that the French govern- 
ment is uneasy lest the Czar be displeased. 
Official newspapers are beginning to pub- 
lish warnings that the alliance may be 
compromised.

CAPITAL NEARLY $30,000,000 


‘ONE ACRE NEAR A GUSHER WAS 
SOLD FOR $25,000. 


A Wild Scramble for Land in the Oil 
Field Is Going On as the Only 
Chance of Becoming 
Millionaires.

is indulging itself in a speculative spree 
_ the like of which has not been known in 


many years. The medium this time is 


' ofl, and for the time being, it seems that 


the people have thrown judgment to the 
winds in their eagerness to get rich quick. 

The stock-jobbing stage of the oil in- 
dustry in Texas has followed close upon 
the discovery of the precious fluid at Beau- 


mont. The bringing in of half a dozen 
gushers there has resulted in the formation 
of more than a hundred companies whose 
object is the exploitation of the new oil 
ficia. Some of these companies are butlt 
on a solid foundation and are buna fide, 
but as a rule the stock of these is, not on 
the market. The balance have little else 
to show as an exouse for existence than a 
lease on a few ocres of land in the Beau- 
mont oil district. These leases may oF 
may not be valid, as it is re vorted from 
Beaumont that the county clerk's office 
is flooded with all manner of confiicung 
documents, leases piled on leases, moit- 
gages, deeds of trust and every conceiv- 
able paper naving supposed oil land as a 
basis. This condition of affairs is expeciod 
to result in endless litigation. 

The companies, or most of them, which 
are in the market to dispose of shares of 
stock, have plastered every Texas and many 
northern newspapers with advertisements 
containing the most alluring prospectuses. 
The shares are offered for sale at from 10 
cents up to $1, with a par value of $i and 
upward. Agencies have been established in 
every large Texas town, where these shares 
may be purchased, and the public is patron- 
izing them liberally. 


In San Antonio during one day recently] 


40,00 shares in a single company were sold 
at 10 cents a share. None of the purchasers 
know what this company has as a basis 
for its stock. The same rule applies to 
many other companies, which are pursuing 
the same methods. 

To professional speculators and gamblers 
a ‘‘fiyer’’ in oil stock is not dangerous, be- 
cause he goes into it purely as a specula- 
tion and unloads at the first rise. The peo- 
ple who are likely to suffer are the clerks 
and other men on salaries who buy oil stock 
as a permanent investment and who are 
likely to hold on until it is too late to un- 
load except at a loss. 

The most marvelous stories of winnings 
are told and add to the fever of speculation. 
One man in Galveston invested $100 early 
in the excitement. Next day he sold out for 
$300, and immediately purchased stock to 
that amount in another company. Fortu- 
nately it appears that his second invest- 
ment was in a bona fide company, and his 
peck is now worth ten-fold what he paid 
or it. 

The speculative fever is beginning to show 
a somewhat deleterious effect upon general 
business. Tradesmen complain that all the 
surplus money is being put into oil shares. 

obody can tell with accuracy what will 
come out of the Beaumont oil field. There 
are at present half a dozen wells with a 
certain flow each of from 10,090 to 70,000 bar- 
rels a day. There are also hundreds of 
wells either being sunk or in contemplation. 
and every available foot of land for miles 
around has been leased or purchased out- 
right. “ 

But there is as yet no considerable market 
for the oll. .Nobody doubts that this will 
come in time. but it means a vast amount 

f expense. The mere boring of a well is 


he easiest and cheapest part of the busi- | 


ness. In order to market the product it 
must be got to tidewater, or tank cars must 
be provided for transportation by rail. To 
fet the oll to tidewater tanks and pipelines 
and pumping plants must be provided. 

At present only one company in the field 
has a pipeline and tankage facilities ade- 
quate to its supply of oll. 

Another question involved {s whether or 
rot the Standard Oil Co. has not long ago 
r-abbed the whole fleld, as it did the Cor- 
sienna field. Warnings have been issued to 
this effect, and there seems ground for the 
‘suspicion. Recently. in an issue of the 
Texas Farmer, published at Dallas. Wm. 
Shaw. the editor, declared that the Stand- 
ard Ol Co. was making quiet but desper- 
ate efforts to monopolize the field and shut 
off production. He outlined its methods, 
which were to get leases on the land, the 
terms of which do not compel the company 
o~ its agents to sink any wells. Of course, 
the Standard Of] people are too smart to 
mperate openly, but there {is no doubt that 
under cover thev are operating e-tensively. 
The only question is whether they intend 
to develop the field and market the product 
or whether they intend to close up the field 
and hold it indefinitely as a reserve. 

Tt is a fact. however, that there are sev- 
eral. bona fide companies in operation 
which-.are turning the of] to the best ac- 
count by contracting to furnish it as fuel. 
Pipelines to Galveston and Houston ere 
projected, and many large manufactories 
have already substituted oil for coal as 
fuel at a lessening of cost of about two- 
thirds. A brewery in San Antonio pro- 
»ores to use oil, and manufacturers in 
California are offering to take 6000 barrels 
a day frem one well.

MINERS DUG ALL AROUND IT 


THE LAST SHOT UNCOVERED 
GEORGIA’S BONANZA. 


—— 


Finder Had a Six-Months’ Lease, Now 
Nearly Expired, and Is Working 
Like a Trojan While He May. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., April .—Capt. J. 
W. Adams of the Consolidated Gold Mining 
Co. arrived here and reports the finding of 
the celebrated ‘Findley chute,’’ in Lumpkin 
County, near Dahlonega. which has been 
lost for many years. It was found by J. 
B. Witt, who has the property leased for 
six months and who, by his discovery, be- 
comes a rich man. 

The ‘Findley chute’’ is the richest vein 
that was ever known in this country. When 
it was mined, and before being lost, it 
yielded $300,000 to its owners, $200,000 of 
which was taken out before the war. It 
was lost and not until quite recently was 
any trace of it ever discovered. Miners 
and prospectors have gone all around about 
it, all to no avall. It has been the one thing 
sought for by all who have ever been on the 
property: 

The Findley mine is now owned by the 
Consolidated Gold Mining Co. A few months 
ago it was leased to Camppell & Witt, two 
local mining men, who worked the property 
with the hope of finding the celebrated 
chute. After exhausting about all their 
funds, Campbell became discouraged and 
threw up the sponge, but stili retained his 
interest in the lease. Witt was discour- 
aged, too, but determined to try one more 
‘“‘shot."’ What was the result? The cele- 
brated chute was found and made him a 
wealthy man.

At 
present the Consolidated company have 
sunk down 300 feet and will work the chute 
to a depth of 709 feet.

He takes the 
matter coolly and keeps hard at work, tak- 
ing out his ore, réalizing that it is better 
to make hay while the sun shines than to 
let others garner the sheaves when his lease 
is gone.

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Missing Banker Found in 
Mexico, Again Rich. 


FORTUNE FOR CREDITORS 


DECLARES TO LAWYER THAT 
HE’LL PAY DOLLAR FOR 
DOLLAR. 


Left New York Last June and Has 
Won New Wealth in City of Mex- 
ico and in Central 
America. 


NEW YORK, April 20.—To the great grati- 
fication of his many creditors Lewis G. 
Tewkesbury, the former banker and broker, 
has made formal announcement that he 
will pay 100 cents on the dollar on all claims 
against him. 

Tewkesbury, who disappeared from New 
York in June last, leaving debts agegre- 
gating $500,000, has been long sought by his 
creditors. The first clew obtained was 
through an article in the Post-Dispatch 
on Dec. 10, 1900, wherein it was stated that 
Tewkesbury was living in affluence in the 
City of Mexico as Louis Thorne, and that 
he had entered into contracts with the 
Mexican government that bade fair to make 


him a millioaire many times over. 


This naturally aroused the interest of 
Mr. Tewkesbury’s creditors in New York, 
and one of them, W. Browning Johnson, 
whose claim amounted to $12,472, placed the 
matter in the hands of his attorney, B. Ber- 
s0n Oppenheim, a lawyer at No. 265 Broad- 
way, who has now been made the medium 


of Mr. Tewkesbury to liquidate all the 
claims against him, 

Mr. Oppenheim, who has just returned 
from a visit to the City of Mexico, said 
vesterday : 

“The Post-Dispatch ts entitled to the 
thanks of all of Mr. Tewkesbury’s credi- 
tors for the discovery that Mr. Tewkes- 
bury was living in the City of Mexico. 
I at once communicated with Mr. Tewkes- 
bury, or Louis Thorne, and, much to my 
astonishment, received a courteous note 
from the erstwhile millionaire inviting me 
to the City of Mexico for the purpose cf 
adjusting the claim of Mr. Johnson. . 

“I went down there fully prepared to 
settle our claim of $12.°°0 odd for ) 
and would have esteemed my self 
to get that. To my  astonisoment ; 
Tewkesbury said to me: ‘I will settle vour 
Claim in full.’ ”’ 

‘Talk about your gorgeous offices! There 
is nothing to compare in New York, Bos- 
ton or Philadelphia with the magnificence 
of Tewkesbury’s establishment in the 
City of Mexico. It was not until the story 
of the Post-Dispatch was ee to 
Mexico that any trouble arose. ewkes- 
bury was about to enter into some valu- 
able contracts with the Mexican govern- 
ment, but the Post-Dispatch's story killed 
these, and he had more trouble, with the 
result that the government canceled its 
contracts, and Tewkesbury; known there 
as Thorne, thought it advisable to emi- 
grate to a city in Central America. 

‘There he has rehabilitated himself, and 
to my astonishment, he not only insisted 
upon paying may client's claim, but sug- 
gested that I should, upon my return to 
New York, negotiate with his various 
creditors and settle their claims against 
him in full. 

“T have returned in order to fulfil his be- 
hests. Mr. Tewksbury has made so much 
maney, that he is in a position to pay every- 
wody.”’ 

‘Do you suppose that he will ever return 
to New York?" asked the reporter. 

‘Well,’ was the reply, “I have some 
doubt about that. He is making so much 
money down there that I doubt if he has 
any inclination to return north.”’ 

Tewhesbury is a New Englander and 
came to New York in 1880. He was a bold 
speculator in Wall street and when the 
slump of 1890 came about he was credited 
with making more than $1,000,000. He built 
a superb residence in Seventy-second street 
and owned many valuable trotters, includ- 
ing Robert J. and John R. Gentry. 

ast June Tewkesbury, who had the rep- 
utation of being able to lose $100,000 on a 
turn tn ‘‘the street’’ with a smile upon his 
face, disappeared in the latter part of June, 
with the result that Gerson Oppenhéim, 
representing W. Browning Johnson, ob- 
tained an attachment against his property 
in this state on a claim of $12,472. 

Tewkesbury never came back to New 
York, and it was not until the Post-Dis- 
patch published the information as to his 
whereabouts that any clew was obtained 
by his creditors.

One of 
these parasitic insects is now under obser- 
vation by the entomologist of the exper- 
iment station and it is hoped it may prove 
to be a ‘friend.’

GREAT INDUSTRIAL INCREASE IN 
THAT SECTION, 


RAPID STRIDES BEING MADE 


Extraordinary Development Shown in 
the Building of Cotton Mills and 
Big Manufactories. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—Next week the 
National Cotton Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion will hold its annual meeting at Char- 
lotte, N. C., which suggests that many 
people will be amazed at the enormous in- 
crease in the industry in that _ section. 
Twenty years ago, by the census of 1880, 
there were 180 small cotton mills south of 
the Potomac and Ohfo rivers with a total 
of 860 spindles. The census of 1900 will 
show nearly 800 mills with more than 4,- 
000,000 spindles and at least 500,000 spindles 
more to be added within the next few 
months in mills now under construction. 
The most rapid increase in the history of 
cotton manufacture in the South is now 
going on. In Georgia alone 48 new mills 
with 263,676 new spindles and 6000 looms, 
representing an investment of $3,860,000 
were put.in operation last year. They are 


all of the latest type, both in construction 
and equipment, and many of them are 
run -by electricity. During the previous 
ear Georgia built 38 new mills with 278,-

LONDON, Ky., April 2.—News from 
Letcher County reached London today. It

Deal Has Been in Progress for Over a 
Year, but Various Causes Arose to 
Delay Its Consummation. 


Mermod & Jaccard Jewelry Co. absorbed 
the Merrick, Walsh & Phelps Jeweliry 
Co. yesterday, paying about $250,000 in cash 
for the stock. 

The dea! is the largest cash transaction 
ever recorded in St. Louis, and makes the 
purchasing firm the second largest estab- 
lishment of its kind in the world. 

The stock of the Merrick, Walsh & 
Phelps company, which occupies the old 
E. Jaccard store at Sixth and Olive streets, 
will be removed to the Mermod & Jaccard 
company’s new store at Broadway and Lo- 
cust street. The Olive street store will 
possibly be occupied by the Commonwealth 


Trust Co., of which Mr. Charles H. Tur- 
ner is president. 

Harrison H. Merrick and Mr. Walsh of 
the Merrick, Walsh & Phelps company will 
be connected with the Mermod & Jaccard 
company. Eugene Cuendet, who succeeded 
Mr. Phelps as a partner in the firm which 
has just been absorbed, has not decided 
upon his future business relations. 

The deal was negotiated by the firm of 

jarr & Widen, at whose office in the Com- 
mercial building Mr. Goodman King of the 
Mermod & Jaccard company met Mr. Mer- 
rick and agreed upon the terms of the 
consolidation. 

The contract for the sale was signed 
April 17, but the final details of the trans- 
action were not completed until Friday 
afternoon. Joseph Widen, who conducted 
the negotiations, says that the first steps 
in that direction were taken a year ago, 
when the Mermod & Jaccard company en- 
deavored to purchase the E. Jaccard com- 
pany. When the Merrick, Walsh & Phelps 
company succeeded in securing the E. Jac- 
card stock, negotiations were fenewed in 
a new form. 

The last obstacle to the deal was caused 
by the terms of the selling company’s 
lease. Merrick, Walsh & Phelps have con- 
trol of the storeroom at Sixth and Olive 
streets for nine years.

Mermod, president; Goodman 
King, vice-president and secretary; C. F.

e city should be received. 
Piekttonts not residents of St. Louis shall be refused admis- 
sion, “except in cases where the condition of the person is 
such as to make it a necessity in the interest of humanity 
that the city should furnish shelter for the patient. Even 
then we shall try to see that the state takes charge of the 
case as soon as pdssible.” : 

Such is Dr. Starklofft’s ruling and it Is to be hoped it will be 
strictly enforced. The city needs all its revenues to meet its

PHYSICAL EDUCATION. : 


Physical e¢ :cation is making steady and satisfactory 
progress. 

At the biennlal meeting of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Physical Education in New York last week, 
more than 150 delegates were in attendance, representing 
echools and colleges in all parts of the country. 

Prof. Sargent of Harvard made an extended report cov- 
ering work dene in the last 25 years. 

Special attention is given to physical education in 270 unt- 
Versities and colleges. In 72 of these the required course of 
etudy include pkysical exercises, and 24 give credit for phy- 
gical culture, which counts in ranking and the award of di- 
plomas. In 300 cities the schools have taken up the subject 
and in 100 there are special teachers. 

This ig certainly a gratifying report of progress. A well 
rounded education includes training for the physical as well 
as the mental faculties. And ff the school authorities ¢xer- 
cise the same egupervision over physical exercise as over the 
exercises of the mind the result cannot but be seen in a 
gsaner, more vigorous manhood and womanhood.

CARRYING*CONCEALED WEAPONS. 


Judge Ferriss has done a public service in calling sharp at- 
tention to the habit of carrying concealed weapons. 

In his Interview published in Friday’s Post-Dispatch Judge 
Ferriss declares his belief that “90 per cent of the arrests 
made by the police can be traced to a failure to enforce the 
law prohibiting the carrying of concealed weapons.” 

It is time, then, for the police and courts to enforce the law. 


‘There should be less levity by the courts, fewer remission of 


sentences and fewer permits granted by the Mayor. 

A pistol in the pocket is a perpetual suggestion to shoot. 
Men get into trouble from having the means of making it at 
hand. Quarrels which should be no more than “spats’’ often 
result in murder because the participants, in the heat of anger, 
are tempted to follow a word with a shot. 

The practice of carrying a pistol is the mark of a barbarous 
community. It is gross offense against all the sentiments of 
manliness in a civilized state. A man who straps a pistol 
about him may feel the strutting satisfaction of a bully, but 
he is a dangerou; fool, who ought to be abated.

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THE PUBLIC LIBRARY SITE. 


The question of obtaining the Exposition site for the new 
Hbrary building has degencrated into a noisy squabble Le- 
tween two factions, each with an organ and neither showing 
any signs of a conciliatory spirit. An amicable ‘settlement 
seems to be impossible owing to the opposition of the Ex- 
position stockholéers. 

Whether or not the Exposition site should be restored to the 
city for public uses is a question with which the Library 
Board is not concerned. That must be decided on other than 
the special consideration of its desirability as a site for the 
library. 

The Library Board made the proposal with the under- 
standing, of course, that the stockholders’ consent must be 
obtained. There was no intent to force the matter through. 
And the board cannot afford to enter into an unseemly 
wrangle and perhaps a prolonged legal contest to obtain the 
property. The result of such a litigation must be doubtful. 
Besides, what is important, Mr. Carnegie’s gift is not yet 
perfected and the donor cannot but be unfavorably impressed 
by an ill-tempered controversy in the courts or the press. 

In these circumstances is it not wiser to oonsider other 
sites? Whatever may be the advantuges of the Exposition 
block it cannot be said that they are so pre-eminent that 
there is no other comparable with it. Union Market site has 
been suggested. The ground on Market street fronting 
Union Station is most eligible, and its use would make a 
most desirable change. So also is that opposite the City Hall. 
Many citizens looking to the future incline to favor the 
neighborhood of Grand avenue, near the High School. Be- 
sides, there is the lot already purchased by the board. 

In the interest of the library itself the controversy should 
be brought to a speedy close. To continue it will do no gucd 
and may do harm.

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UNEQUAL DISTRIBUTION OF BABIES. 


There is an unequal distribution of babies in New York, so 
an investigation conducted by the New York World shows. 

On Fifth avenue from Fifty-seventh to Seventy-second 
street, where the very rich live, there are only 15 children— 
one baby in a block. 

In one crowded tenement house on Clinton street there are 
63 children. 

The contrast is startling. Why is it that the accumulators 
of dollars do not accumulate babies? Why do blessings fall 
like dew upon the people of No. 40 Clinton street and not upon 
the people of Fifth avenue? 

What strange homes they must be—those mansions on 
Fifth avenue. What is home without a baby? 

There ought to be a great searching of hearts among the 
inhabitants of those big houses. They should seek the causes 
of their strange affliction. There must be some good reason 
for their pauperized condition. Rich in dollars, poor in babies 
—could any state be sadder? What have they done? What 
is their offense against high heaven that, while gold and sil- 
ver and precious stones are poured out upon them, the babies 
who slip down on moonbeams are all ticketed to No. 40 Clinton 
street or some other abode of unpretentious humanity.

I understand the state of Missouri has a 
factory Inspector, whose duty it is to see

I'am a girl employed in a factory and 
am paid the very large salary of $3.0 4@ 
week. Some of the girls get as much 458 
$1.50 a week. I have no home and there- 
fore am obliged to pay board, buy my 
clothing and get the other .“‘pleasures”’ of 
life out of this salary. In the factory in 
which I work, one of the largest wholesale 
candy factories in the city, there are a 
number of little girls ranging from 10 to 
14 years of uge, employed to do the work 
of grown girlg who are id from $1 to %3 
a week, the highest salary paid to any 
re in the factory being % a 
week. 


New, how do you expect young girls 
to live a good life under these conditions? 
I would ask you to call the attentton 
of the factory inspector to this state of 
affairs, with a view to enforcing the taw 
against child labor.

New Library Site.

A BRISK MOVEMENT IN WASH- 
INGTON AVENUE PROPERTY. 


SEVERAL GOOD DEALS MADE 


Vacant Houses and Flats Are Scarce— 
Made a Profit of $5000 in 
Three Days. 


Washington avenue is on a small-sized 


boom, although there are so many good 


things along the street that there is no 
danger of its being overdone. If every 
main street In the city showed as much 
activity as this one there would be no 
cause of complaints“by agents. If the real 
estate business is not as good now as some 
would like to see it. the owners of prop- 
erty are to blame, and not the buyers, The 


fact that a World’s Fair is to be held here 
has given many property owners an ex- 
aggerated idea of the degree of advance 
which real estate is to have, and some 
owners, who would have been glad to sell 
at any price a year ago, have now ad- 
vanced their prices to a point where sales 
cannot be made at all. Every agent in 
the city has found this to be true, and the 
infection has reached owners even at @ 
reat distance. For example, Messrs. 

Jornet & Zeibig submitted an offer recently 
to a client in Vienna, Austria, for the sale 
of a piece of manufacturing and invest- 
ment property in the north end. It was 
a good offer, and one that would have 
been quickly accepted a few months ago. 
But immediately word came back that in 
view of the World's Fair the offer was de- 
clined, through a belief in much higher 
prices. , 

That prices are wehhape'g & however, is 
shown by the fact reported below that one 
purchaser bought a piece of Washington 
avenue property and sold it again within 
three days at a profit of $5000. “ 

The week ‘began with the sale by F. D 
Oellien for Ema Von der Ahe to Isaac H. 
Lionberger of the lot 50x134% feet on the 
north side of Washington avenue, 39 feet 
east of Eighteenth street, for $31,750. $635 a 
front foot, or $4.72 a square foot. The sale 
was significant as indicating the extension 
of the business district west on Washington 
avenue to Eighteenth street. The saying 
used to be that the ‘‘district’’ would go 
out Washington avenue to Twelfth, and 
then turn down the latter street. But that 
idea is now thoroughly dispelled. 


The next sale was by Messrs. Cavender 
& Thompson for Alfred Q. Kennett to 
George W. Brown of the 46x150 feet on 
the south side of Washington avenue, 186 
feet east of Robbins Lane, with the old 
house 1522 Washington avenue, for $30,000. 
This is $652 a front foot, or $4.35 a square 
foot. Mr. Brown already owned the 186 
feet next’ west, so that he now has 232 
feet on Washington avenue, 150 feet on 
Robbins Lane, and 232 feet on St. Charles 
street, a splendid building site. —

the week was the sale negotiated by L. E. 
Anderson, vice-president of the Mercantile 
Trust Co., to the Twelfth reet Realty 
Co., a corporation made up of clients of 
the first-named company, of thegouthwest 
corner of Washington avenue arg?

PUBLIC'S AMAZING GREED 


COMMISSION BROKERS SWAMPED 
WITH ORDERS. 


Lendon in a Ferment, Too, but Dea- 
con S. V. White and Howard A. 
Haven Believe that Conserva- 
tism Is Advisable. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 20.—The week which 
closed today was the heaviest in the his- 
tory of the New York Stock Exchange. 

The total sales of stocks amounted to 
10,100,728. The total sales of bonds for the 
week aggregated $33,351,000. | 

Despite the prophecies of the conserva- 
tive brokers that the bull movement would 
collapse during the week, new high records 
were made today in nearly every stock on 
the list. The day was the heaviest Satur- 
day in the Stock Exchange history. The 
total sales of the half day was 1,144,200 
shares, while bond sales amounted to $4,656,- 
000. 

The bull movement defies all the proph- 
ets. They freely admit that they do not 
know when it is going to end. The Post- 
Dispatch presents the views of two of 
the most famous market judges Wall street 
has ever known. Both hare made millions 
by reading the situation aright. Both 
sound a solemn warning as to over-specu- 
lation. These men are 8 V. White 
(‘‘Deacon"’ White) and Howard A. Haven. 

S. V. White said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“The conditions now existing in Wall 
street are without precedent. 

“First, the world never saw 
perity in any country. 

“Second, we never saw such giants in 
wea!th standing under the market and hold- 
ing it firmly at each successive acvance 
until now. What will happen or how it 
will happen I do not know. 

“One thing which it is wise to remember 
is this—every bull market in the history of 
the world has culminated except this one. 
The precedents in that line are against the 
permanent continuance of the present one. 

“One law in physics may be of use—no 
projectile force has ever been found suf- 
ficiently strong to permanently overcome 
the law of gravitation. 

“Tl repeat this fact often, because it daily 
appears that in the rise of these stocks all 
laws were set at naught.’”’ 

Howard W. Haven, of Haven and Stout, 
said: 

“It is a wonderful market. We think 
that conservatism is advisable with such a 
widespread speculation in progress, but do 
not consider that the culmination is at 
hand or that more than .temporary reac- 
tion will occur. Various parts of the lst 
have got to advance and the discounting 
of natural prosperity will continue for 
some time.’”’ 

The commission houses at the close of 
business reported that they had orders 
coming in from all parts of the country 
to buy stocks at the market on Monday. 
The public seems to be speculation mad. 
Wall Street brokers sav that the fever éx- 
tends from Maine to the Pacific Coast. lu. 
many instances new customers send cash 
sufticient to buy the stock outright. This 
is a feature brokers say has never been 
characteristic of any big boom heretofore, 
and they say that it accounts for the fact 
that the liquidation of the pools does not 
cause a break in the market. 

Customers seem perfectly willing to take 
up their stocks when their is a call for 
margin. The reason is a marked scarcity 
of certificates in Wall Street. It is freely 
predicted that some of the light priced 
stocks will disappear altogether.

WHEAT AND OATS STEADIED 


The Strong Tone of the Corn Market

Wheat was steadier toward the close of 
the week's trade than at the opening of 
trade. An improved demand and many re- 
ports of the appearance of the Hessian fly 
were the principal items responsible for 
advances. There were occasional setbacks 
on heavy realizing, but the general impres- 


sion prevailed that the market had about 
reached its bottom, and rallies were in 
order.

The Description of the Yacht Shows 
That She Has Followed Somewhat 
the Lines of the Yacht 
Columbia. 


DUMBARTON, April 20.—Shamrock II., 
the great racing yacht with which Sir 
Thomas Liptor hopes to win the American 
cup this year, was launched today with 
ceremonies befitting the momentousness of 
the occasion to the world’s yachting 
sharps. 

The launch went off without a hitch. 
Above the platform on which a majority 
of the guests witnessed the launching, was 
another small platform. On this 8ir Thom- 
as Lipton, the Earl and Countess of Duf- 
ferin, Mr. Watson, the Dennys and Mr. 
(Charles Russell were gathered. The bottle 
of champagne hung from the bow on a 
fesiocon of white and green ribbons. At 
Mr.--Watson’s signal, the blocks were 
knocked away. Lady Dufferin let go the 
bottle with the words: 

“Success to Shamrock MII,” and. the 
yacht took the water amid general cheer- 
ing, the lifting of hats and cries of “Hope 
she will win.’’ 

Expe,:ts pronounce the launch to have 
been most satisfactory in every way. The 
great pontoons, however, robbed the spec- 
tacle of its usual picturesqueness and in- 
troduced an element which threatened for 
a moment to mar the success of the oper- 
ation. When the yacht was fairly afloat it 
was seen that the pontoons were placed 
too far aft on the hull, and when the yacht 
came to the floating line the boat dipped 
in a most alarming fashion. The bowsprit 
came to within a few feet of the surface, 
and to the spectators it seemed doubtful 
if the flat-bottomed pontoons could right 
her. An ample margin for safety had been 
allowed, however, and her builders say 
there was never ‘ay real danger.

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S THD punishment of crime sub- 
jective? 
Does the criminal 
penalty in his head? 

Is there a portion of his brain miss- 
ing and does the same trait which 
makes him a doer of misdeeds lure 
him on to certain punishment for his 
crimes? 

Is he not only branded as a crim- 
inal at birth, but oonvicted at tre 
game time? 

Are the judge and jury who sit in 
the courtroom only the outward rep- 
resentatives of the judge and jury 
which take the place of a certain 
amount of gray matter tn one of the 
criminal’s brain célls? 

Nearly always the criminal forgets 
some precaution which would cover 
his tracks. The result is pursuit, 
capture, imprisonment, perhaps 
death. 

The thing omitted is usually the 
one thing which would suggest itself 
to the norma! mind. It is usually the 
one thing which does suggest itself 
to the police mind. 

When it is done by the criminal it 
suggests itself to him as a perfectly 
logical act. When he feels its con- 
sequence he curses his luck instead 
of his lack of a portion of his brain. 

The place of this portion of the 
criminal’s brain is taken by & sym- 
bol—to him a symbol of destruction.

1891, was a pillbox bearing the initials ‘'C. 


W. EH.” 

It had contained six capsules made up by 

a druggist on Harris’ order to hold one- 
sixth of a grain of morphine and four and 
ia half grains of‘quinine each. It was 
proved that Harris had kept these capsules 
itwo days before giving them to his victim 
“for a headache.”’ It was proved that one 
of the capsules had been emptied by Harris 
and filled with morphine and that the young 
woman died from taking it. 
| Much other evidence was produced at 
the trial, but it was the pillbox and what it 
contained that convicted him. Morphine and 
no quinine was found fn the girl's stomach 
by the experts and the jury agreed that Car- 
lyle Harris gave it to her. They found him 
guilty and he was executed for the crime. 
_ Jesse Pomeroy, the “boy murderer,” of 
Massachusetts, a veritable fiend, who tor- 
tured children and murdered them simply 
for the pleasure of scGcing them die, was 
first apprehended because of the death of 
a number of rats. 

The murderer was only 14 years old when 
he killed Katie Curran, a 12-year old pley- 
mate. He buried her body in suicklime. 
Rats ate the quicklime and died. This 
drew attention to the body, and an Inves- 
tigation was made. The crime was fastened 
on Pomeroy. He was tried, found guilty, 
and sentenced to solitary confinement for 
life in 1874. 

One of the most famous murders of the 
nineteenth century was the killing of Dr. 
George Parkman by Prof. John W. Web- 
ster in Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 1849. 

Both victim and murderer were eminent 
scientific men. Webster hai been for more 
‘than 20 years professor of chemistry and 
mineralogy in Harvard. Dr Parkman had 
been his lifelong friend, but on the dav of 
ithe murder they quarreled about money in 
Prof. Webster's laboratory. Webster kilied 
‘Parkman with a club. fle cut up the 
body, letting the blood efcave with run- 
‘Tiling water in a sink. Behind locked doors 
he. consumed the head ana some other 
| parts of the body ina furn. Lee, He worked 
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methodically. He did it thoroughly, as he 
thought. The curiosity of the janitor of 
the building in which the labtvratory was 
situated resulted in an investigation. The 
laboratory was searched with care, and in 
the ashes of the furnace was found part 
of a set of false teeth. 

These were identified by the dentist who 
made them as having belonged to Dr. 
Parkman. It was because of them he was 
convicted... He confessed the crime before 
he was hanged, Aug. 30, 1850. 

The dentist identified the teeth by a pe- 
culiar gold filling in one of them. It was 
a ‘“‘trifle,’’ but it was enough to hang the 
murderer.

ISven a very cautious burglar will some- 
times break his knife and return it to his 
It is a dangerous thing for him to 
do, for we have several times.taken the 
broken end of the blade, fitted it to the 
knife and convicted our man. 

Some time ago one of our policemen was 
shot by a burglar. The police had nothing 
to work upon but an exclamation made by 
one of the -burglars. Just before the shot 
was fired one of the men called to the 
other 

“Give it to him Jimmie.” 

The police went to the criminal records 
and looked for ‘Jimmie.”” They found sev- 
eral police characters by the name, and 
looked each of them up. The result was the 
capture of James Fitz, the man who did 
the shooting. 

{ attribute the detection of the most skill- 
ful criminal to over-caution on their part. 
They apply their whole wit to the task of 
covering their tracks. They sometimes be- 
come over-cautious, and the result is ne- 
glect of some little thit@ that evea a very 
stupid man would think at. 

A criminal who can carry on his thieving 
and lawbreaking continuously and still .es- 
cape detection must be a quick-witted, 
brainy fellow. He must have brain enough 
to grasp every detail of the job and over- 
look none of the little things. He must be 
cool, and must not forget. 

Vie knows this, and the preparations for 
escaping detection after a job are a mental 
strain. Just think of it. Here {fs a man 
going to commit a burglary. He must get 
in and out of the house unseen and do‘his 
work within without waking the inmates. 
Tle must take desperate chances, and must 
cover his tracks completely. He cannot 
trust more than a few people, if any. He 
must not be seen entering or leaving his 
own home, and must not be seen in the 
neighborhood of his contemplated crime. 
Iie must leave nothing in the house which 
could lead to his detection. He must not 
retain any stolen property which could

land him in jail. Failure in a single one 
of these things may cost him his liberty, 
and criminals’ love liberty.

URING the four years in which I 
|) was the prosecuting attorney in the 

St. Louis Criminal Court we had 
several cases in which trifles led to the de- 
tection of crime and the developement of 
clews resulting in the conviction of the 
criminals. 

We had one case of burglary in which a 
counterfeit quarter resulted in the convic- 
tion of the defendant. A money drawer 
was robbed, and the defendant was ar- 
rested upon suspicion. In his pockets the 
police found a counterfeit quarter, which 
the man who had been robbed readily 
identified as a coin he had kept in his 
money drawer several months. It was a 
poor counterfeit, being so palpably a fraud 
that the thief could not have carried it in 
the hope cf passing it. The fact that it 
was found in his possession was the con- 
victing bit of evidence. I often wondered 
why that man carried that lead quarter 
in his pockets when he must have known 
that in the event of his arrest the coin 
would become the most damaging bit of 
circumstantial evidence against him. 

Similar to this was the case of a farmer 
hanged for murder at Joliet, Ill, several 
years ago. The little thing that cost him 
his life was an old newspaper with a cor- 
ner torn from one of the pages. The parties 
in this case were man and wife living on 
a farm near Jollet. The man reported one 
day that his' wife had disappeared. Search 
was instituted, but she was not found. 
Someone noticed about this time that the 
farmer had recently plowed a five-acre 
tract of ground. It was not in the plowing 
season, and curlosity to know why he 
plowed those five acres led to a suspicion 
that he had murdered his wife and had 
buried her in the field. The man was ar- 
rested, and his netghbors worked over the 
field with sharp sticks, probing for the 
grave they believed was there. They 
finally found it, and in it found the corpse 
of the woman. She had been murdered with 
a shotgun. In the wound was a wad from 
a muzzle-loading shotgun. It was a corner 
of -a newspaper. The husband denied all 
knowledge of the crime, and there was 
really no evidence against him that prom- 
ised to send him to the gallows. But the 
jailer suddenly bethought himself of a 
newspaper taken from the prisoner's pocket 
at the time of his arrest. It had a torn 
corner. When matched with the piece of 
paper taken from the wound they proved 
to be the same paper, and that little bit of 
evidence, indisputable and better than the 
testimony of an eye-witness, sent the de- 
fendant to the gallows. 

Retention of a key cost a burglar a peni- 
tentiary sentence in St. Louis during my 
term as prosecuting attorney. He entered 
a store and robbed the place. When he ieft 
he took with him a key fitting the lock on 
the door, He was arrested on suspicion, 
and in his pocket the police found the key 
which served as sufficient evidence of his 
guilt. The lock was unusual and the key 
of an exceptional pattern. Yet the burglar 
carried it in his pocket, though he must 
have: known it would convict him in the 
event of his arrest. 

I have seen otherwise bright criminals 
so careless in covering their tracks that 
I can scarcely resist the theory that evil- 
doers are foreordained to punishment.

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inal completely covers his tracks: It seems 
impossible for them to take every needful 
precaution. We cannot deny that some of 
them are bright men. The plot of their 
misdemeanor frequently shows that well 
enough to make us wonder that such 
minds could fail in trifling precautions. 

I have sometimes thought it impossible 
for the human mind to grasp all the nec- 
essary precautions. I have especially in- 
clined to this belief when I have exam- 
ined the plans of criminals. Some of these 
are remarkable. They show an appreci- 
ation of details which challenges one's ad- 
miration. But somewhere in the structure 
there is a flaw. Something hasbeen over- 
looked, and the law has leaked tn. I have 
never known it to fail. 

That criminals should be careless its the 
more remarkable to me when I think of 
their love of liberty. They will do any- 
thing to secure it. A burglar cornered in 
your house will kif! you when there is a 
likelihood of his capture. His liberty is 
imperiled, and he will take human life 
to protect it. Yet he overlooks a trifle that 
will conyict him.

T is the little things—the unconsidered 
trifes—that, as a rule, play the most 
important part in the detection of great 

crimes. 

Let a murderer scheme ever 80 carefully 
to conceal his crime, the chances are a thou- 
sand to one that he will be betrayed by a 
trifle which he has overlooked. 

Take any one of the great murder trials 
which have stirred the country, sift the 
evidence carefully, and it will be found that 
conviction was brought about by some so- 
called trifle of circumstantial evidence. 

The thing that first directed suspicion to 
the accused murderers of William M. Rice, 
the Texas millionaire, was the accidental 
omission of the letter “l’’ from a name. 

A check for $25,000 signed William M. Rice 
and drawn to the order of Albert T. Patrick 
was presented for certification. A bank 
teller noticed that Patrick's first name was 
written “Abert” instead of ‘‘Albert.’’ Ife 
drew the attention of others to this. Sus- 
picion was excited. Iorgery was charged. 
The cremation of the body was stopped. The 
police began an investigation. Patrick and 
Charles F. Jones, the valet of the dead 
millionaire, were arrested. 

Experts in chirography were called {n, 
murder was charged, and Jones confessed 
the awful crime and disclosed the con- 
spiracy between Patrick and himself to kill 
aman and get his fortune. 

It was the omission of that little letter 
‘1’ that started the machinery of retribu- 
tive justice moving. All other evidence was 
cumulative. 

The misspelled ‘‘Albert’’ was the ra- 
dial point from which started all the roads 
of investigation and retribution.

by electric motors. The water from these 
wells is pumped into a storage tank 
100,000 gallons capacity, mounted on a steel 
tower 80 feet high, from 
water is distributed to 
houses.

This station is now rapidly nearly com- 
pletion, and when entirely completed will 
be the largest and most complete electric 
street railway power plant west of New 
York City. 

The northern station of the St. Louls 
Transit Co., located at Mallinckrodt, Salis- 
bury and North Second streets, will cover 
an area of one-half of a city block, and 
will consist of a double fire-proof building, 
constructed around self-contained steel 
structure. The building is built entirely 
above the ground, having no basement, all 
the engines and boilers being on the s#ec- 
ond floor, the ground floor being used for 
pipework, wire conduits, condensing 4p- 
paratus, etc. 

This station will contain seven power 
units engine and generator), viz.: Two MOO 
horse-power Fulton Corliss cross-compound 
condensing engines, direct connected to two 
2) kilowatt general electric direct current 
engine type generators. Two Fulton Corliss 
1800 horse-power cross-compound condens- 
ing engines, direct connected to two ia” 
kilowatt general electric direct connected 
engine type alternators.

A half dollar with which a man bought 
a railroad ticket from Brookfield, Mass., to 
Springfield, Mass., Jan. 11, 1898, was the “‘tri- 
fie'’ that brought about the detection of the 
murderer of Francis Newton, his wife and 


daughter on a farm near Brookfield. 


The half dollar attracted the attention of 
the railroad agent who took it because it 
bore the date 1836. He showed It to others. 
One of them recognized it as a coin which 
had belonged to the murdered farmer. 

The agent described the man who gave it 
to him for a ticket. The man was arrested 
in Springfield and found to be a laborer, 
Paul Miller, who had been employed on the 
Newton farm. Other evidences of his guilt 
were discovered and the crime was fastened 
upon hig. 

If he had used any colin but that fatal half 
dollar in buying his tieket-he-emight have es- 
caped. 

It was the peculiar pattern of a piece of 
table ollcloth wrapped about a portion of 
the body of William Guldensuppe, found in 
the East river June 26, 1897, which clinched 
the case against Mrs. Augusta Nack, re- 
sulted in her confession-and sent her accom- 
plice, Martin Thorn, to the death chatr.. 
This oilcloth was traced by its pecullar pat- 
tern to the store kept by Mrs. Riger, in As- 
toria, and she remembered selling it to Mrs, 
Nack. 

The murderers of Culdenbunee were at in- 
finite pains to hide all trace of their crime. 
They planned and executed it with flendish 


care and ingenuity, but that bit of table oll- 
cloth was the ‘trifle’ in thelr scheme which 
wi ‘ought the ir ruin.

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Increase in the Number of Matrimonial 
Failures and the Many Laws of the 
United States on the Subject. 


HERE are more divorces in the United 
States each year than in all the rest 
of the world put together. 

While our population grows at the avcer- 
age rate of 28 per cen? per annum, divorce 
is on the increase at 69.2 per cent a year. 

Going back to 1570 it is found that 3% per 
cent of marriages were terminated by dl- 


vorce in that year. In 1580 the percentage 
of marriages ended by divorce was 4.3, In 
1890 it was 6.2—nearly double in 20 years. 

In 1990 the percentage of divorce in this 
country was 8; in 1910 it will, at the same 
rate of progress, be 19.4; in 1920, 13.5; 1950, 
16.8; in 1900, 21: in 1950, 26.1; im 1960, 31; in 
1970, 38.2; im 1980, 44.9; irf. 1990, 52.1, and in 
2000, 58.8. 

According to the present ratio of increase 
there might be at the end of the century 
more divorced than married persons in this 
country. 

The total divorces in countries outside the 
United States for a given vear were 20,111, 
giving this country an excess of 3361 divorce 
cases over all the rest of the worid. 

Of foreign countries the least number of 
divorces was in Canada, there being but i2 
cases in the given year. The largest num- 
ber must be allotted to France, where there 
were for the year mentioned €245. Next come 
Germany with 6161 cases; Russia, 1789; Aus- 
tria, 1718; Switzerland, 920; Denmark, 6.0; 
Italy, 656: Roumania, 541; Great Britain and 
Ireland, 508; Holland, 339: Sweden, 229. 

The least number of divorces, next to 
those in Canada, occurred in Norway, 
where there were only 68 In the given ycar. 

Out of 304.726 marriages which ended in 
Civorce the average number of years which 
the couples lived together in the United 
States was a little over nine. In one-half of 
these cases the parties lived together but 
6.5 years. In Furope the average number 
of years lived together before divorce was 
nearly eleven—two years more than In this 
country. 

Confining the Investigation to the United 
States, the interval between marriage and 
divorce is shortest in the southern states. 
Married couples live together longest in the 
northern states, east of the Mississippi 
river. 

The duration of marriage before divorce is 
increasing in the United States. In the first 
five years when statistics were compiled, 
beginning with 1880, the average number of 
years that persons lived together before 
divorce was 8.86 vears; in the last five years 
the length has been 9.59 vears. 

A large number of divorces terminate In 
remarriage. Men and women over the age of 
35 years show a tendency not to remarry; 
after that age they seem more inclined to 
re-enter the matrimonial state. Divorced 
men and women remarry oftener than wid- 
ows and widowers. 

From a religious point of view there are 
about 73 divorces to every 100,000 Catholics, 
while divorces among Protestants for the 
same total are S83. Of mixed marriages 
there are 605 divorces to every 100,000 
couples, 

According to the French statistician, Ber- 
tillon, there are annually four times as 
many divorces obtained by Protestants as 
by Catholics. This is attributed to the non- 
recognition of absolute divorce by the 
Catholic Church. 

Nearly two-thirds of all the divorces 
granted (or 65.8 per cent) were issued on the 
demand of women, showing that the hus- 
band is more apt to jeopardize the marriage 
equilibrium than the wife. 

It was at first supposed that the large 
percentage of divorces granted to women 
demonstrated that they were more ready to 
appeal to the court for adjustment of their 
grievances, the men being more long-suffer- 
ing. 

Examination of thousands of individual 
cases, however, proved the reverse to be 
the case. This was also shown by the 
length of marriages in cases where the di- 
vorce was granted to the husband. 

In 18 states and territories west of the 
Mississippi river, with the exception of 
Missouri, Nevada and Utah, the average 
length of married life is shorter where the 
divorce is granted to the wife. In 27 states 
east of the Mississippi 21 states show a 
greater duration of marriage -where_ the 
wives get the divorces. The six states— 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Rhode Isiand, 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama—show that 
marriages are longest lived where the di- 
vorce is granted to the husband. All of 
which indicates that as a rule only women 
bear their sufferings in silence, suing tor 
divorce only when competied to do so. 

In the eastern states wives are more pa- 
tient than the husband; in the West hus- 
bands are more long-suffering than wives. 
There is a reason for this. In the East 
there are more women than men; in the 
West more men than women. Wlives are 
perhaps better treated and appreciated 
where they are harder to get. 

Dividing the United States up into east- 
ern, Western and central districts, it ap- 
pears that divorce is more prevalent on the 
Pacific coast than on the Atlantic coast; 
there are more divorces in the northern 
States than in the southern. 

The state in which the largest number of 
divorces occur is Nevada: that which the 
smallest number ix South Carolina. As the 
last-mentioned state has no divorce law it 
is scarcely a fair comparison. Substituting 
North Carolina, which has a divorce law, 
Nevada shows 611 divorces in 10 years, 
while North Carolina has put 15. Next to 
Nevada, comes Wyoming, with 5°98 divorces 
in 10 years. From Wyoming down the states 
range themselves in the following order:

South Carolina has 
no divorce law, North Carolina and New 
York have only one general cause, New Jer-

Everywhere but in Maryland, Michigan, 
New York, South Carolina, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia divorces are 
granted for cruelty. 

Failure to support is also a general cause. 
Fraud is recognized in Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Georgia, Kansas, Kentucky, Ohlo, 
Pennsylvania, Vermont and Washington. 

In Rhode Island divorces are granted on 


reasonable presumption by the court that |! 


the absent party is dead. In New Hamp- 
shire and Ohio an absence of three years 
of either party without being heard from 
is sufficient ground for divorce; seven 
years’ absence is required in Connecticut 
and Vermont. Voluntary separation is a 
cause in Wisconsin. 

In Kentucky divorces are granted for 
‘habitual indulgence in violent and ungov- 
ernable temper.’’ In Missouri, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Washington and 
Wyoming divorces are granted for suffer- 
ing “indignities which render life burden- 
some.”’ 

In West Virginia a wife may obtain a di- 
vorce if her husband has ween “notoriously 
immoral previous to marriage."’ In Virginia 
a fugitive from justice may be divorced. In 
Rhode Island ‘‘gross misbehavior or wick- 
edness’’ is sufficient cause. In Kansas and 
Ohio ‘‘any gross neglect of duty’’ by one 
party entitles the other to divorce. In Ten- 
nessee the refusal of the wife to remove 
into the state is cause for absolute divorce. 

‘Mental incapacity at time of marriage” 
is a cause in Georgia. In Massachusetts one 
may be divorced for belonging for three 
years to any religious sect that believes 
marriage unlawful. A similar law prevails 
in New Hampshire. 

In Utah divorces are granted where thc 
parties ‘“‘cannot live in peace and union.’’ 
Vagrancy of the husband Its sufficient cause 
in Missouri and Wyoming. Pennsylvania 
gives the husband a divorce where the wife 
“by cruel and barbarous treatment renders 
condition of husband intolerable.’’

The largest percentage of divorces are for 
desertion. This is 40.15; the next highest 
percentage is for marital infidelity, 21.46. 
Then come cruelty, 16.35; drunkenness, 4,40; 
neglect to provide, 2.52; imprisonment, .87; 
a combination of these causes, 11.2: 

Divorce is far less frequent among 
couples having children than among those

nightly studies of the heavens. 

The first important contract taken at the 
shop was the construction of a spectroscopo 
for the Lick observatory. With this instru- 
ment Prof. James E. Keeler later made his 
classic studies of the motions of the nebu- 


mirrors which is today used throughout the 
world. He is also a master of the method 
of grating plates, and has constructed in- 
struments for measuring the velocity of 
light. So accurate must be the work that 
instruments ruling 10,000 lines to the inch 


must be employed. The glass used in his 
modest little workshop jn the rear of his 
house on Observatory Hill, Allegheny, is tm- 
ported from France and Germany. The 
glass for the lenses and eyepieces is made 
largely by Mantois, the celebrated glass 
specialist of Paris. 

Mr. Braghear employs only 2% men. His 
wife helps him, and his son-in-law, James 
B. McDowell, is his superintendent. The 
employes are well educated and take great 
interest in their work. Many of them are 
also students of astronomy. 

On the lawn, beside the factory, are two 
large testing telescopes. All lenses are in- 
serted in these instruments and receivé a 
thorough testing preparatory to shipment. 
This work is done at night and usually at- 
tracts a large crowd. 

The lenses sell at high prices. A lens for 
a small four-inch telescope is worth 9600. 
The larger lenses, of 12 to 18 inches, run far 
up into the thousands. The largest sise— 
a 30-inch lense—costs a small fortune,

The children’s Bible class at the Compton 
Hill Congregational Church meets from 4 to 
6 o'clock every Wednesday afternoon. The 
interest in the lessons is such the attend- 
ance has hot fallen below 70 nor gone above 
75 since the tlass was opened the first of 
the present year, Mr. Newell has assistants, 
Some of the children make sand fags of 
the scene in which the lesson of that day 
is located. Others study the: lessony and the 
symbols. 

If there is mention of a house the teacher 
brings out a box of pasteboard materiais 
~with which the children build a house 
after the architecture of eastern houses in 
Bible days. The parts are all made to fit in 
place, and the house is quickly and easily 
If there is mention of a tomb the 
teacher brings out-a little model of toms 


 #uch as were built in the days of Christ, 


Sich a tomb, in fact, as that in Which the 
Savior was laid away, for Christ was 
buried in the tomb of a wealthy man, Even 
grown people learn things at this Bible 
class. 

Not everybody knows how the old tombs 
of the East were built or just what. is 
meant by the line, “Angels rolled the stone 
away.” The model with which Mr. Newell 
teaches his children is a counterpart of one 
given the late Dwight Moody by a friend 
who took a carpenter to one of the old 
eastern burying places and had him repro- 
duce in wood the tomb of a wealthy person 
buried in Christ's time. This model shows 
how the tomb was sealed with a round 
stone, like @ mill stone on edge, It rolled in 
@ groove, and was locked with a bieck of 
the marble of which the tombs of wealthy 
people In the East were made. This marble 
is dark red and mottled. 

But of greater interest than the symbols 
is the map the children make. It is fash- 


- foned in sand, purely white sand from the 


‘Bt. Peter's sandstone. Mr. Newell secures it

Last week the class made a map of Pal- 
estine. Mr. Newell made upon a blackboard 
a sample chalk map showing the contour 
of the country. The children made a map 
some twenty feet long. They made the Riv- 
er Jordan by carefully drawing. a thumb 
through the sand, and the shores of the 
Mediterranean, the Sea of Galilee and the 
Dead Sea were made with deft little fingers 
and thumbs. When the map was done it 
was faulty in that Mount Carmel was too 
low and the Lebanon range too high, but all 
in all it was well done and gave even an 
adult an idea of the geography of Palestine 
which must fix the location of seas and 
cities, rivers and mountains, in the mind 
for a long time. 

The rivers and seas are indicated 
actual bareness upon the board, and the 
mountains are piled up three and _ four 
inches high, But the citles are not so easily 
indicated. The children use little blocks of 
wood, and they locate these as Jerusalem, 
Jericho and others of the cities in which 
the Bible stories are told. 

Standing over the sand map and looking 
down upon it, with its really picturesque lit- 
tle rivers and cities and seas, one grasps 
the Holy Land in mind in quite an impres- 
sive way. Here is the Holy City, nestling 
on the historic plain between the Dead Sea 
and the Mediterranean. There is the Leb- 
anon range of historic cedars, and here in 
plain sight from the towers of Jerusalem 
is Jericho, whose walls were felled by a 
trumpet's blast. Here on the north of the 
Red Sea is ‘Sweet Galilee’ of immortal 
song, and the high head of Mount Tabor 
looks down from the left. Presently the 
children will make a more elaborate map of 
this same Palestine, putting little cedars 
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upon Lebanon and tiny toy ships at the 

ports on the sea. They work joyously under

T is 8:30 of. a cold winter’s afternoon. 

] The chapel door creaks with frost as it 

is swung wide by mittened fingers, and 
there troops into the buliding the advance 
guard of the children's class.

chairs are filled, a hush comes over the 

chatter of boys and giris divided Quaker 
fashion on the two sides of the room. There 
is a hymn, the Lord’s prayer is repeated 
in unison, and then as rapidly as the names 
can be read from the big record book the 
roll is called and the class is ready for busi- 
ness. 

It is now 4:10. The older boys, 16 of them, 

are sent upstairs to the prt maps, where

trays, 4 feet by 6 which hold the 
sand are painted blue, so that wherever the 
white is pushed back, as in making a lake 
or sea or river, the board beneath gives the 
color of the water to add to the realism of 
the picture.

To the left the Mediter- 
ranean appears, The mountain range where 
it reaches the sea due west from the Seca 
of Galilee ends in Mount Carmel, and to the 
southwest of the Sea of Galilee and near 
its shores rises Mount Tabor. Jerusalem is 
seen part way from the north end of the 
Dead Sea to the Mediterranean. 

This map making is one of the fascinating 
things about the class, and the geography 
of the Bible is hard to forget after so mold- 
ing it 
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the older boys have been so @¢m- 
ployed under the instruction of Miss Julia 
Bayha, a teacher in the Devoll School, the 
older girls have been studying the Bible 
models with Mrs. Newell in a room below. 
Perhaps the model for the day is a house of 
Bible times. Each member of the class 
looks up references given about the houses 
mentioned by writers in the Old Testament 
as well as the New. When they are entirely 
familiar with the subject the house itself 
is produced and they are allowed to build 
it. It comes in about twenty pieces, and as 
the construction goes on the interest deep- 
ns and the life of the early people who 
such dwelings becomes very real. 


Other models studied in this way are the 
Ark of the Covenant with the Cherubim on 
top, the whole covered with gold. Within 
are a pot of gold containing manna from 
the days of the wilderness,the rod of Aaron 
that budded, and the tables of stone with 
the Ten Commandments. The altar of in- 
cense, the table of the Shewbread, the 
seven-branched golden candlestick, the 
lamp, the sheepfold,the well of ancient days 
and a real little mill for the grinding of 
grain, 

In the meantime the little boys and girls 
have been learning the general lesson for 
the day from Mr. Newell in the main 
chapel. For 25 minutes this order goes on, 
then the older boys come down from the 
sand maps, the older girls come in from 
the models, and while the younger ones 
take their turn at the object lessons, the 
pastor teaches the same lesson over again 
to the older scholars which in the first 2 
minutes had been given to the younger. 


By this time it is 5, and the entire class 
is ready for review drill. The books of the 
Old Testament are divided into four groups, 
all books of law are named, all of history, 
then poetry, last prophecy. The prominent 
men of the Bible from Adam to Paul are 
named, and from Abraham down to the 
year and country in which they lived is 
given. 

Last, but as important as anything, the 
books are given out, Each mémber has two. 
On leaving the class one is taken home. In 
it is a Bible reference to Be read every day 
of the week bearing on the lesson just 
studied to keep it fresh till next class day. 
On an Opposite page is a blank for each 
day of the week also, and here the scholar 
writes: down comments on what has been 
read. The next Wednesday this book is 
brought to the class and left with Miss 
Pearce, who gives out the other book writ- 
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ten up for the new week. The returned 
books are looked over, those who are not 
doing well are seen and improvement fol- 
lows. ; ‘ 

The attendance has been voluntary, has 
averaged 72 for the winter, which is 93 per 
cent of the membership. The interest of the 
class is credited by Mr. Newell to the work 
done by Miss Pearce, Miss Bayha and Mrs. 
Newell in the object classes and in the care 
taken with the books. 
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‘WILD HORSES 


WERE ONCE A PEST 
W's horses 80 plenty that they 


come pests; that men hunted them 

like bears and wolves; shot them 
down by thousands to save their crops— 
that was the condition away out west not 
so very long ago. 

Now, like the buffalo, the mustang has 
disappeared, and tf a day's or even & 
week's ride not a single mustang can be 
found where formerly the earth trembled 
‘under the tread of mustang armies. 
| The mustang was the offspring of horses 
'prought over to America soon after the 
| Spanish invasion. Ten years ago probably 
| 200,000 of these animals were scattered over 
| the ranges in Texas, New Mexico and Ari- 
zona. 

Then there came a time when there was 
a demand for horses, and the little, hardy, 
shaggy cayuse was held as an animal of 
value among the ranchmen. 

Now conditions have changed again. The 
automobile and bicycle have come in; the 
horse has decreased in value until the 
mustang has become again an outcast and 
an outlaw. Everywhere he is regarded 
among the whites as a worthless reprobate 
and interloper, of valye only as a target to 
be shot at, but there are not many left. The 
extremély low prices of high-grade eastern 
horses has put the cayuse out of service, 
and his only haven of refuge is among the 
Indians. 

The red men harbored him, fed him and 
tamed him, and today on the reservations 
can be found the last of his race. 

His extermination has been rapid and 
| somewhat of a mystery. Some attribute it 
to degeneracy, while others insist that he 
‘has been killed and shipped east as ‘“‘fresa 
eanned beef."" Anyhow, the mustang is no 
more. He has been replaced by a. finer 
breed of horses, and over the plains where 
once roamed the vast herds of mustangs 
now feed as fine horsefiesh as can be found 
anywhere in the world. 

Several years ago a great importation of 
Oregon mares and stallions from Indiana 
and Kentucky were sent into the southwest 
territory, and Texas and Arizona are pbe- 
coming known as important factors in the 
horse trade. The offspring has been a well 
proportioned, strong and extremely hardy 
horse, whose capability for rough work and 
lung power have made him specially valua; 
ble in the present South African war, anc 
gtaat numbers have been sold to the En 
glish army. 

In many localities cattlemen are evolving 
into horsemen, and the steady demand and 
high prices promise well for a business that 
five years ago was undreameg of in that

Rolling west from Marshfield five miles 
is the Fyvan prairie. It is 2000 acres in ex- 
tent, and évery inch of it belongs to the 
three little Fyan children and their mother. 
There are houses and barns and fences on 
the Fyan farms of the prairie, all like- 
wise the property of the little family. 
North of the town of Niangua, also in 
Webster County, is another of the Fyan 
tracts. It is known as the Bowen Prairie, 
and 900 acres of adjoining farms there are 
the property of the Fyan estate. The 
residue of the Fvan farms are in Butler 
County, near Marshfield, but not adjoining 
the IFyan Prairie, and in Wright and Dal- 
las Counties, where the Fyan holdings are 
small. 

Judge Fyan was at once the most enthu- 
siastic farm buyer south Missouri ever 
had, and one of the best known men of 
that part of the state, He located in 
Webster County in 1848, and never after- 
ward left the county. He held many pub- 
lic Offices, and it is estimated that he re- 
ceived from the State of Missouri and 
the Federal Government in salaries during 
, his residence in Missouri not less than 
| $70,000. His hobby for buying farms de- 
' veloped soon after his arrival in Webster 
County. He bought the Cloud homestead 
near Marshfield, and continued adding to it 
contiguous farms until he came to own 
more farm land than any other person in 
the county. With the increase of his hold- 
| ings his. desire to buy more intensified, 
until he finally made himself land poor. 
He put every extra dollar in farms, and 
finally borrowed money and bought farms. 


He could buy out more neighbors than 
anybody in South Missouri. He added to 
the farms he owned upon the Fyan Prali- 
rie until he owned almost every farm on 
the prairie, and then he set out to buy the 
remainder. Some of the owners refused his 
offers. Not a few of them objected to one 
man owning too much land in the county. 
Judge Fyan accomplished his object by 
sending purchasing agents to do the buy- 
ing. He secured more than one farm in 
this wise from persons who had vowed 
they weuld not sell to him. They sold 
to him indirectly and did not know it until 
the second transfer was made. 

Judge Fyan had a son, Harry Fyan. He 
died during the present spring. He had 
inherited his father’s vast estate, with 
the exception of a homestead left to his 
wife, Sopha Fyan, the judge’s daughter- 
in-law, and $5000 left to Harry Fyan’s 
children. 3v the terms of the will the 
homestead left to Mrs. Fyan was to re- 
vert to the estate in the event of Harry 
Fyan's death and his wife's remarriage 
or in the event of her death. His son the 
judge did not mention in the will, so the 
entire estate, save those portions left 
his wife and children. went to him. The 
judge died in 1896. Harry Fyan died March 
7, 191. The son left no will, so the entire 
estate went to his wife and three children 
in equal shares. The Fyan farms, at the 
time of the death of Harry Fyan, were 
still unencumbered, and they remain so 
at this time. Their average value is $25 
an acre. They are all in the hands of 
tenants upon the share plan, one-third of 
the crop going to the owner, who makes 
and owns all the improvements. 

During his lifetime Judge Fyan was a 
familiar figure in Webster County. LEvery- 
body knew him, and he knew everybody. 
His hobby of buying farms became so 
pronounced that “Sold out to Fyan’’ be- 
came a proverb. His friends would often 
azk him why he continued buying and nev- 
er sold, and the judge would answer: 

“TIT can’t help it.’’ 

He personally conducted the management 
of his farms. He took an interest in every 
tenant and leased his farms to good farm- 
ers. He drove through the country a 
great deal. was nopular with his tenants, 
and had the reputation of being a sym- 
pathetic and kind landlord. He encour- 
aged his tenants to keep neat yards and 
green lawns and to plant flowers in their

yards. The Fyan farms in Webster County 
today are well*cared for. The front yards 
at the homes are well groomed, and many 
of them are beautiful little flower gar- 
dens. 

The staple crop of 
hay. The Fyan Prairie is famed for its 
hay. It is a rolling prairie country in 
perfect cultivation, and the tenants upon 
it are numbered among the most pros- 
perous and painstaking farmers in South 
Missour!. The Fyan farmers raise heavy 
of grain, and they make the Fyan 
source of profit to themselves 
and the owners. They have yielded 5 per 
cent profit upon the investment. People of- 
ten suggested to Judge Fyan that he could 
invest his money in otHer channels and 
reap better returns, butihe scorned the 
advice and clung to his farms. He was 
an enthusiastic agriculturist, a great 
help to his tefiants, and he delighted him- 
self with the management of his estate. 
The Fyan tenants. who furnish their own 
seed and farm machinery, get two-thirds 
of their crops. Those who do not furnish 
these, buf use the seed and machinery of 
their landlord, receive one-half the crops. 
Upon some of the Fyan farms the land- 
lord owns livestock for which the tenants 
are paid in cash for their care. Upon 
others the landlord owns orchards from 
which, for their care and for harvesting 
the crop, the tenant receives half. 

The improvements on the Fyan farms 
are kept in good repair. There are no 
better homes in South Missouri than those 
on the F'van farms. The tenants are given 
the preference whenever labor is employed 
to make improvements, and many of the 
lessees of Fyan farms make money during 
the winter building houses and barns, 
stretching fences and putting on roofs. 

The children of Harry Fyan are Eliza- 
beth, Robert Wallace and Willie. Each of 
these little people is worth 1000 acres of 
their grandfather's farms, worth in money 
not less than $25,000. W. W. Brannock, 
who is the financial agent of the Fyan 
estate, informs the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
that there is no contemplation of any 
immediate disposition of the Fyan farms. 
Mrs. Sopha Fyan, the widow of Harry Fy- 
an and mother of the three Fyan chil- 
dren is administratrix of the estate and 
its present manager. She is entitled to a 
child's portion, or a one-fourth part of the 
estate.

When Maurice Barrymore, mad 
actor, speaks these words from behind the 
bars at the Amityville Asylum he sums up 
the fate that has come to many another 
actor and will come to scores of those who 
will follow him. 

The fierce light that beats upon a throne 
{fs merely dazzling to the eye. It tires and 
wearies, but it does not kill. 

There is an Xray quality in the light that 
beats upon the center of the stage. 

It exhilarates at first, then fatigue§ the 
outer faculties of a man. Last of all, by its 
subtle penetration it beams upon his brain. 
At first there is illumination, then dark- 
ness. The brain is lightstruck like a photo- 
graphic plate carelessly exposed in the 
glare of noon. 

Not all the light that reaches the recep- 
tive actor mind comes from the stage. 
Much of it is reflected from the prismatic 
glints of the lamps that burn forever at 
the shrine of Bohemia. Some of it comes 
from the fountain that plays always in the 
courtyard of the palace of Bacchus. 

Barrymore was for years the most con- 
spicuous leading man on the American 
stage. Equally conspicuous was he among

that class of men and women who in their 
youth make merry while others sleep and 
in their middle age sleep while others make 
merry. The brilliant lights have all gone 
out. There remains only a candle burned 
down to its dying sputter. 

He is going the way of Charles H. Hoyt, 
“Old Hoss’? Hoey, John McCullough, Wil- 
liam J. Scanlan, J. K. Emmet, Bartley 
Campbell, George S. Knight, Tony Hart 
and Harry Kernell. 

He is ‘not the only proof of the fact that 
actors live well and die badly. 

Charles H. Hoyt, America’s most prolific 
playwright, listened to the siren song of ap- 
proval between 8 o'clock in the evening 
and midnight and sought more of the same 
inspiring music between midnight and 
morning and when the music died away 
there was no rest. 

At the end was death. The soul¢satisfy- 
ing strains of popular approval were stilled. 
The strings were broken and the reeds were 
bent. 

Gambling lured William J. Scanlan to his 
end. On the stage he sang. Off the stage he 
played. Opposite him at the green table sat 
Fate with marked cards. In ten years he 
lost at faro, poker, rouge et noir and every 
other form of hazard more than $500,000. In 
all that time the priceless treasure of life 


was no less surely slipping from his grasp. 

On Christmas eve, 1891, he broke down at 
the Fourteenth Street Theater in New 
York. A few months later he was taken to 
Bloomingdale, where many an actor has 
made his farewell appearance. 

In February, 1898, he died. 

“Genial’’ John McCullough they called the 
greatest of American tragedians. Geniality 
was the rock that wrecked his life. He sac- 
rificed himself on the altar of good fellow- 
ship. 


When the end came there was a pathetic 
breakdown in a Chicago theater and after 
that the asylum and death. Until the last 
he believed that he enjoyed his marvelous 
powers to the full. 

Drink was Joe Emmet's Nemesis. He 
never learned the secret of moderation and 
the intoxication of applause that amounted 
almost to worship did not satisfy him. His 
grave in a little rural cemetery near Al- 
bany, N. Y., is still the Mecca of many of 
those who admired him.

HE luxury of eating at Sherry’s in 
T New York has been increased -ten- 
fold. 

Ranji is there. 

Ranji is a Hindoo cook, who knows how 
to mix the food delicacies which delight 
sultans and maharajahs in his native coun- 
try. 

Ranji looks like a bronze god with col- 
ored trimmings. He suggests bric-a-brac, 
and if he wasn't such a good cook he would 
be an admirable model, for he poses per- 
fectly. He is small, sinewy, graceful, bright 
eyed, dark skinned and deft. He has the 
manners of a prince. His attitude conveys 
an impression of deference that is largely 
a natural affability. He has an atmosphere 
of his own, a little way with him that is 


spotless linen 


something more than his 
clothes and his variegated turbans. There 
are no more at home like him. 

Ranji has but one secret which he holds 
inviolate. He will not reveal the composi- 
tion of the curry powders which he uses. 
His curries are his masterpieces. He is 
known as the “curry chef."’ Here is his 
translation of an Indian menu as he gave 
it to the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 

By RANJL 
ERE is an Indian bill of fare which 
H I often serve. In my cooking there 
is no grease, It is delicate and dry, 
not heavy and fat like the French dishes. 

The first is a dish of chopped anchovies, 
green peppers, parsiey and chutney sauce. 
It is arranged on lettuce leaves and deco- 
rated with egg and parsley. No. 2 is a soup 
of chicken—like a bisque, smooth and soft 
—made with chopped celery and a parsley 
in it. Then we have half cooked oysters in 
the shells. This is a novelty. 

I open the fresh oysters and put on them 
some tap sauce, parsley, chopped fine, and 
a tiny bit of butter. 1 put this in the oven 
for just two and a half minutes. The tap 
sauce I make from fruits of different sorts. 
Tap is an Indian fruit. ' 

Next we have a fillet of sole, fried very 
dry, with vegetables as a garnish. Then a 
curried ghicken. After that comes the 
spring idmb chop cooked in a casserol, with 
freshest of green peas and a clear sauce. 

Then there is the Hindostan katchumba. 
That is lettuce, tomato water cress, celery 
and cheese, chopped together and spread on 
toast and baked for a minute with a small 
bit of butter on top. It i» very good. Then 
the dessert is of different fruits, cooked 
with a white cream sauce, and cooled and 
served with orange juice. After that the ice- 
cream—strawberry, vanilla and pistache— 
three colors, on @ paper frill. 

Light wines are best with curries, or the 
Scotch whisky and the soda which so many 
Americans take with dinner is very nice. 
Then Indian biscuits are excellent. They 
are as big as a dinner plate and thin asa 
wafer. They are madé of yellow Indian 
peas, ground to a flour, mixed with fresh 
cocoa milk and the yolk of egg. This paste 
is rolled out thin and fried in botling but- 
ter till they are golden brown. They come 
out dry and brittle. 
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Indian cooking is cheap as the French 
It is also an admirable method to cook fish 
and meat that is often served cold the sec- 
ond time, but all foods can be prepared 
with curries, and all colors can be produced 
in the dish. I cook the curries In the chafing 
dish, but chicken and lamb in casserole, of 
course, goes into the oven. A great addition 
to the curries are the different Indian 
sauces. The Chutney I make from 
mangoes, Sultan’s currants, sugar 
spices of various sorts. The milder curries 
are the favorites with Americans, especial- 
ly the ladies,

Mix thor- 
oughly and elft through very fine boiling silk; re- 
ject all that remains in the bolting silk; sift the 
secomd time through another bit of bolting silk; 
perfume with three drops of oil of rose.

Or, having covered the skin around the wart thick- 
ly with lard, apply over the surface of the growth 
one or two drops of hydrochloric or nitric acid; 
then keep the part covered up until the ecab sep-

To Lighten the Hair. 

M. A. S.—Thank you very much for your 
appreciative words. I am always delighted 
to know my advice has been useful. I am 
afraid, however, I cannot be very encourag- 
ing in regard to turning dark hair several 
shades lighter. As a matter of fact there Is 
no such thing as restoring hair to its orig- 
inal color. When light hair turns dark it is 
because of the change in the chemicals 
constituting the hair pigment. Salts of tar- 
tar used asa shampoo, diluted with water, 
will not really change the color of the hair, 
although after using this wash it will look 
lighter. The reason of this is that the salts 
of tartar remove the superfluous oils, mak- 
ing the hair drier and fluffier, and con- 
sequently lighter in appearance. I should 
not use salts of tartar very often. I[f you 
really wish to turn your hair lighter the 
lest harmless method is peroxide of hy- 
drogen, diluted one-half with water.

This 
immense train will be divided into about 12 
sections, and it is estimated that if they 
passed.a given point, 30 minutes interval be- 
tween each section, it would require six 
hours for the entire regiment to pass. 

Before. passenger equipment is accepted 
by the government, an officer is appointed 
to make a thorough inspection of all cars 
furnished. Tourist cars must be thoroughly 
cleaned, aired, ventilated, provided. with 
Clean linen, and furnished with ice and 
water during the journey. The use of 
palace horse cars: does away with the 
trouble incident to unloading and loading 
enroute, as there is every facility for feed- 
ing and watering in the cars. 

The general rule observed for loading 
property is to first put in such articles as 
will not be immediately needed on arrival at 
destination. Unless there is some special 
reason for departing from it, the following 
order of loading is followed: Officers’ bag- 
gage, enlisted men’s baggage, ammunition, 
rations, hospital stores, tentage. 

By this arrangement the articles needed 
first will be unloaded first. If a regiment 
is to be shipped in two or more sections, 
as will be necessary in this case, care is 
observed to see that the proper baggage 
cars accompany each section, so.that when 
the organization arrives in camp its bag- 
gage will be with it. A couple of men are 
assigned to each baggage car, to guard 
its contents. 

Before loading the stock cars they are 
carefully examined by a representative of 
the quartermaster’s department, to see 
that the floor boards are not rotten or 
broken; that. the sides are secure, and that 
there are no projecting nails or splinters 
The cars must be clean and the floor cov- 
ered with straw.

PELICAN ARE PASSING 


—---o —_—- 


Fish Catching Bird, Largest 
of All the Migratory Host, Is 
On His Way Nerth. 


HERE are great sights for bird lovers 
the lakes of St. Charlies County, 


at 
these spring days. The 


Missouri, 
pelicans are passing. 

The pelican is the largest of all the ml- 
gratory birds of Missouri and the Missis- 
sippi Valley. Full-grown he is large as a 
big turkey, but for all his bulk he fs not 
physically or mentally awkward. Hie can 
catch fish with all the cunning of men, and 
he is strong on his wings as a wild goose 
and skillful at circling to great heights as 
an eagle. 

The pelican is not known as a Missourt 
bird, but he visits the state every fall and 
spring on his migratory trips between the 
North and South, and it is unlikely there 
is another place in the United States where 
the big bird is seen in greater numbers 
than he may be seen at this season in the 
lake district between the lower Missourl 
and Mississippi rivers. 

From Marie Temps Claire. 80 miles above 
St. Louis, up the Misour! Point to King’s 
Lake, 40 miles above, there is a chain of 
prairie, lakes in which the pelican delights. 
He can fish in their shallow waters and 
roost on their grassy shores, and every 
spring and autumn he visits these places, 
oftentimes coming in great flocks of many 
thousand birds. Fifteen miles above St. 
Louis is a turn in the Missouri! river known 
as Pelican Bend. It is so named for the 
pelicans which stop there twice a year and 
fill the day with their noisy fishing. 

The big-throated fisher is no ordinary 
bird. He is bright. If he were not he 
would have become extinct long ago, for 
the poorest marksmen could hit a pelican 
if he got within range of it, and the fields 
are filled with hunters. But a pelican is 
seldom killed. He files high and does his 
ground work in isolated places. He knows 
@ man with a gun like a wild turkey knows 
an Indian from a red fox. 

Mr. John Daugherty has lived on the 
north shore of Marie Temps Claire 50 years. 
He has seen the pelicans on the big like 
every fall and spring. He has seen them 
fish, and he tells how they do it. They 
throw out a@ great half circle of birds from 
the shore, spreading their line without a 
eound. If it is a big flock they can form 
in this way @ semicircle many hundreds 
of yards long. At @ signal the birds begin 
beating the water with: their wings and 
gqoving toward shore. They move swiftly 
and make a great clamor, carrying fish be- 
fore them in a wave of water that leaves 
the catch high and dry ashore. Then the 
feast begins. The pelican is a glutton, and 
it takes several good catches to satisfy 
their greed. Mr. Daugherty has seen peli- 

cans take thousands of fish from Marie 
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Pelican watching for fish. 


fishermen spread and haul their big 
seines, Whether the birds learned it from 
the men or the men learned it from the 
birds is a question. 

It would be worth a trip to the St. Charles 
Lake country if one could be sure he would 
see a big flock of pelicans In flight. Flying 
is just as much a science with these big 
birds as marching is a science with sol- 
diers. Geese fly in a V; ducks fly in tum- 
bling disorder; cormorants fly in a single 
long column, all the birds abreast; all the 
plovers fly like a group of schoolboys run. 
But the pelican, like his big friend, the 
gray goose, flies in organized rank. He or- 
Ganizes his ones ia boca Be lines like the

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cormorant, and places them one directly 
behind another. 

It is early morning at Marie Temps Claltre.

They graduate ev- 
ery spring 425 medical students, which ex- 
ceeds the number of students graduated 
every year by the institutions at Philadel- 
phia, Chicago or New ‘York, the other 
three medical student centers of the United 
States, 

iivery winter there is an army of 1400 
young men studying medicine in the City 
ef St. Louis. They come from more than 
half the states of the Union. The great ma- 
jority of them, of course, come from 
territory west of the Mississippi river, 
there are still many students from 
east side of. the stream. Illinois, for 
stance, contributes more students to the 
medical colleges of St. Louls than any 
other state save Missouri, and Indiana, 
Ohio, Ixentucky, Tennessee and Mississippi 
are aways generously represented. The 
number of -students who are permanent 
residents of St. Louis is less than 10 per 
cent of the whole. 

The medical schools of St. Louls are the 
St. Louis and Misourt Colleges, Medical 
Department at Washington University at 
ISO6 Locust street and 615 North Jefferson 
avenue: the Marion-Sims-Beaumont College 
of Medicine at Grand avenue and Caroline 
sireet; the Barnes Medical College at Gar- 
rison and Lawton avenues: the St. Louis 
College of Physicians and Surgeons at 2600 
Gamble street: the American Medical Col- 
lege at 407 South Jefferson avenue, and 
the Homeopathic Medical College of Mis- 
sourt at Jefferson; -avenue and Howard 
street. The average graduating class of the 
Marion-Simse-Beaumont College of Medi- 
cine numbers 180 students; that of the 
Washington University Medical Depart- 
ment 100 students; at the Barnes Medical 
College 100 students; at the St. Louis Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons, 75 stu- 
dents: at the American Medical College 3 
students, and at the Homeopathig Medical 
College of Missouri, 20 students.

Two vears ago the Illinois State Board 
of Health made a ruling that four- 
year-course medical certificates would be 
honored in Ililinots. Other states followed 
the lead, and every one of the medical 
colleges in St. Louis was compelled to 
crease its term of graduation by year, 
making the shortest time in which it 
possible to graduate in medicine in St.Louis 
three vears and six months. The term 
“year in its upplication to medical school 
means a school term, which is so much less 
than an actual vear to enable a _ stu- 
dent to complete four of these 
within three and six months, 

The adoption the four-term plan has 
greatly improved the name of St. Louis 
medical student center. It 
known for aguite a number of 
St. Louis had more medical colleges 
students and graduated mere of 
any city in the United States, but the 
medical fraternity in the East rather b 
littled the distinction because of the three- 
year plan, declaring it a very simple mat- 
ter to secure a doctor's certificate in St. 
Louis, or, at worst, matter than 
it is In the Kast. 

This increase in the 
uating course in the St. Louis medical col- 
leges was forced by the Illinois State 
Roard of Health. People outside the med- 
ical profession do not, of course. know it, 
but the Illinois Board of Health its*supreme 
in this part of ‘the United States in mat- 
ters of medicine. If it says students must 
study medicine four vears before their cer- 
tificates will be recognized in Illinois it 
menns that all the states around Illinois 
will follow the lead and demand four-year 
certificates. 

The lilinois State Board of Health en- 
joys this power in mid-continental medi- 
cal matters, because it Is the first organi- 
vation of the kind in the Misstasippi val- 
ley and is regarded by other state boards 
of. health as standard and worthy of em- 
ulation in the rulings it 8 fit to make.
